The institute for mental defectives at Cabra 
contains a special school, but it is entirely 
residential. The children are admitted on an 
ordinary form signed by a doctor. There are 
no preliminary intelligence tests for grading 
purposes, nor are there Wassermann or Shick 
and Dick tests. 


GRADING OF CASES 


The remedying of physical defects, such as 
abnormal vision, ¢arious’ teeth, nose, throat 
and ear trouble is not a requisite to gain ad- 
mission, despite the facilities available under 
the school medical service now functioning In 
every county in Ireland. The failure to 'in- 
sist upon the rectifying of defects also arises 
in connection with the physically defectives’ 
residential schools in Dublin. Children are 
admitted from all parts of Ireland without 

revious detailed examination and treatment 
by the school scheme in the area to which 
It would point almost to a lack 
medical service, its 


thev belong. 
of awareness of school 
aims and its purposes. 

Any child entering such State supported 
institutions should be compelled to present a 
certificate of suitability from its school medi 
cal officer. Arrangements could be made 
whereby private practitioners would refer 
children for admission to the senior school 
medical officer (equipped with a Diploma in 
Mental Deficiency) for the necessary prelimt- 
nary examination. The new M.O., Mental 
Deficiency, will, no doubt, rectify’ all this, 
but the grading of cases in Dublin City alone 
will be a stupendous undertaking. There 
were 258 children with obvious mental defect 
in the citv in 1936. We have no figure for 
those children under and over school-going 
age, nor for the cases who do not attend 
school. In certain areas in the slum schools 
we have found as many as 10 per cent. of the 
children to be dull and backward. The new 
medical officer will presumably formulate a 
scheme for dealing with the problem of men- 
tal deficiency in Saorstat. Eireann. There 
willbe, too, the ‘question of the necessary 
lemisiation to bé considered. The Mental 
Deficiency Bill of 1913, providing for the care 
of mentally defective children in England, 
has. not yet been applied in this country 
furthermore, there is the question of the carc 
and treatment of the epileptic child. 

Obelisk Park. Blackrock, takes high-grade 
mentally defective boys over 14 years. li 
is & special residential trade training schoo! 
Boys. subject to fits, or falling into categories 
other than high-grade mental deficiency. are 
not admissible. Two visiting doctors and a 
dentist look after the health of the-inmates 
In the Stewart. Institute at Palmerston, which 
takes boys and girls from the age of three 
years, there is a resident doctor.

Only 
rehgion can make man capable of 
struggle, directed by free will, towards 
a goal. 

‘* Do you realise what Christianity is? 
It is a religion which has a final goa! 
and a first principle. Its Founder, Jesus 
Christ, was a reformer who had one con- 
ception of life and of society, which He 
taught in an example of what life ough‘ 
to be. He was ready to offer Himsel/ 
for His people. 

‘Understand this, then—that you will 
do something of consequence for the 
State and for humanity, if you toil or 
with the spirit of Christianity, the spirit 
of self-sacrifice.’ 

The Marshal’s wife shares his ideals. 
Recently, the Osservatore says, she madi 
the following remarkable declaration at : 
reception given by Christian hosts :— 

“When I say to the missionaries i: 
China that I admire their sacrifice in 
coming to so far-distant a foreign land. 
they always answer me: ' It is our duty.

Local Government 


What is wrong with the Free State’s 
system of local government? . Within the 
past three days the Wicklow County 
Conncil has been told that it is heading 
towards a ‘‘complete breakdown”’ of its 
finances, .and the Co. . Louth ' Medical 
Officer of Health has been forced to 
comment with severity on the conduct of 
his department. Lack of staff, says Dr. 
Musgrave, compels the work of public 
health in Co. Louth to be carried out “in 
waves .or campaigns’ , . . ‘ prevents 
smooth-running efficiency, and .. . 
makes for genera] sketchiness, instead of 
general thoroughness.” These are but 
two very recent signs that the machine of 
local government is inclined to rust. For 
even more impressive symptoms we recall 
the fact that within a few years the 
machine has broken down completely in 
no less than three counties and one city 
of the Free State, where it has become. 
necessary to appoint Commissioners in 
place of the old Councils. Thoughtful 
citizens must have asked themselves more 
than once whether the system has proved 
itself a failure, and whether alternative, 
and more efficient, methods of.administra- 
tion could not be devised. They may have 
blamed this lack of efficiency upon the 
personnel of the innumerable local 
authorities which combine to form the 
Free State's fabric of local government ; 
for, indeed, it is hard to read the proceed- 
ings of almost any of these authorities, 
and to resist the feeling that much of the 
energy which ought to be devoted to the 
business of practical administration is 
wasted upon “' political ” badinage, if not 
upon abuse. Yet some deeper cause must 
be sought for the rot which seems to have 
infected nearly all of the local authorities. 
The fact that county councillors look upon 
their weekly or monthly meetings as 
opportunities to call one another names 
does not explain the bankruptcy of this 
community, or the backwardness of that,

He finds it in the multiplicity of local 
authorities. Within the Free State there 
are no fewer than nine city and borough 
councils, 27 county councils, 54. urban 
councils, and. ypwards of 16 bodies of 
town commissioners—more than 100 local 
authorities in all. Every one of these 
authorities is supreme within its own 
bailiwick, and exercises the most 
bewilderingly varied array of functions. 
At one end of the scale stands the 
Corporation of Dublin in charge of the 
civic destinies of nearly half a million 
people; at the other stands the urban 
council of such a community as Granard, 
with a population of 1,200. Within the 
sphere of its authority the Urban Council 
of Granard is no less powerful than the 
Dublin Corporation, and exercises virtu- 
ally as many separate functions. Each 
authority is responsible for road-making 
and repair, for housing, sewerage, and 
water-supply, as well as a hundred duties 
of smaller, but no less irksome, import- 
ance. To cope with these tasks each 
authority must employ its own staffs, and 
must pay for them. The Urban Council 
of Granard may control an area of only a 
few acres, sheltering only some hundreds 
of people, but it 1s responsible simply and 
solely to the Department of Local Govern- 
ment, whose headquarters are in the 
Customs House. on the bank of the Liffey. 
To that same department more than a 


hundred other local authorities, varying

In the third place, it would 
save money. Finally, it would tend to 
eliminate the ‘ parish-pump ” viewpoint 
in favour of a wider field of vision. The 
present local authorities may not like pro- 
posals of this kind, which would strip 
them of petty dignities which are held 
dear ; but it is for them to choose whether 
they prefer their parochial pomps to the 
national good. The certainty is that 
local government needs reform. It re- 
quired the sacrifice of three lives to call 
attention to the shortcomings of the 
Dublin Fire Brigade; must the country 
wait for another—perhaps equally pain 
ful—lesson before it puts its administra- 
tive house in order? 


Petrol is Down 


‘“‘ Maut’s come down !’’—sang the ballad- 
maker of ~.cld with glee. If he were 
making songs to-day he would announce 
joyously that petrol has come down: it is 
one halipenny a gallon cheaper. Citizens 
in Cork who were hesitating as to a trip 
to Dublin for the Horse Show may decide 
in the affirmative now that the motor 
journey will cost them three-ha’pence less 
each way. Regular travellers will save 
the price of a large packet of cigarettes on 
next’ week's journeying. The whole 
country will save a substantial sum unless 
the nation prefers to spend the same 
money and to travel farther. Truth to 
tell, a larger reduction than one half- 
penny is what motorists have been yearn- 
ing for during the sun-spattered months 
of our brief summer. 
down to less than 1s, 6d. a gallon motor- 
ing will cease to be an extravagance, We 
would pay out 1s. 2d. or even 1s, 3d. with 
a smile and blow a salute on our horns as 
we glided away from the pumps. Perhaps, 
petrol never again will come down to such 
a price-level; for, if ever the purveyors 
reduced their charges thus generously, the 
State would raise its imposts in corre- 
sponding measure, The Civil Service, or 
the Minister for Finance, reasons a~ logic- 
ally as Euclid.—‘‘ Petrol must be sold at 
a price which makes travelling an expen- 
sive luxury. For if not, suppose the 
contrary Let petrol be sold at a price 
which would leave motorists with a few 
pence in their pockets every day. Then 
the State would not be getting as much 
out of motorists as it might: quod est 
absurdum.’’ We are thankful for this 
week's economy of a halfpenny per thirty 
miles, therefore, and think it prudent not 
to cry for more. The. interest taken in 
the price of petrol reminds the observer 
that motor fuel has become as much a 
universal necessity as milk or bread. If 
the world’s supplies of petrol should be 
interrupted, society would be. paralysed. 
The markets and fairs would see no 
dealers, the harVest could not be trans- 
ported ; in many regions the fields could 
not be ploughed. Lacking omnibuses, the 
countryman could not go to town for the 
week’s shopping, and the long-stricken 
village store would close its doors before 
demands that it never could meet. We 
would need to go abroad in soiled linen ; 
for the washing would not come home. 
The younger bucks would need to give up 
smoking cigarettes for lack of smart 
petrol-lighters. Such are the hardships of 
which society will get more than a sample 
on the moment when the next European 
war begins. Petrol will be controlled and 
rationed strictly as soon as one great 
nation sends an ultimatum to another. 
Since virtually every household has 
become directly dependent in some 
measure on petrol, if not for its plcasures, 
at least for its daily trading or travelling 
to business, the control of petrol will give 
every Government instant contro] of the 
populace. Humanity has become totali- 
tarian in time of war; but cheaper petro] 
reminds us to rejoice that we live in a 
land which is not totalitarian in time of 
peace,

Just as in Czechoslovakia there is a 
certain amount of bitterness between the 
Czechs and the very pious Slovaks, the 
Serbs and Croats hardly obey the 
Christian precept to love one another. 
In fact, if they did not both hate the 
Italians, the Triune Kingdom probably 
would not last very long. The reason 
which gmpelled the present Government 
to conclude a Uoncordat with the Vatican 
was very largely its desire to placate the 
restive Croats; but the matter has not 
worked out quite so well as had been 
anticipated. The Concordat has not yet 
been passed by the Senate, but it seems 
that its passage is more or less assured. 
Nevertheless, the temper of the Orthodox 
Church is such at the moment that almost 
anything may happen in Yugoslavia. The 
Government is in an exceedingly. awkward 
position, and it is felt that the clash 
between the civil and religious authorities 
hardly could have come at a more in. 
opportune time. 


The Intruder 


A commission agent in the Halles 
received a consigninent of skinned rabbits 
from the Vendée. The agent examined 
his prize, and in the course of the 
examination he came upon a corpse which 
stirred vague and revolting recollections 
in his mind. There was a ghostly sound 
of purring in the air. He dashed away 
to a veterinary surgeon, and the expert 
confirmed the agent’s foul suspicions. A 
male and previously healthy cat had 
become involved in the consignment of 
rabbits. Yesterday the poulterer stood in 
the. dock, and protested that he knew 
nothing of the intruder. The Court 
ventured its opinion of his protest by 
fining him 29 francs. By that gesture the 
poulterer stands convinced of feline 
netting, and we would like to know what 
in the name of flesh, of fish, and of fow!

Why did the 
poulterer of the Vendée, chin-deep in 
rabbits, see fit to include a cat in his 
consignment to the Halles? We have some 
theories. By night a saw voiced cat sang 
to a poulterer in the Vendée, and one 
night that cat died a violent death at the 
point of a poulterer’s boot. The poulterer, 
bent upon the skin as a trophy, suddenly . 
found himself with a corpse on his hands 
which bore quite a strong resemblance to 
the corpses from which he was accustomed 
to make his income. He slung it in with 
the rest. The second possibility is more 
romantic. The poulterer was a man of 
imagination, It narked him to be merely 
a man who supplied rabbits to Paris—a 
man who would die only having snared 
animals of which there were far too many 
anyway.

Tne United States Lines steamer President

LONDON’S OPINION 
OF THE OUTRAGES

á ha King and Queen arrived in London 
this morning after their visit to 
Belfast, and a great gathering of city 
workers assembled at Euston to await 
their arrival. The train was twenty 
minutes late, but the crowd did not 
diminish, being reinforced by further 
arrivals, until it stretched far along 
Euston road. The King and Queen had a 
most enthusiastic welcome, which both 
repeatedly acknowledged. Apropos of 
the ‘outrages on the Northern Ireland 
border yesterday, the Star—the only 
London evening newspaper to make any 
comment—remarks that the outrages will 
be deplored by most good Irishmen, North 
and South. The blowing up of the 
Customs houses is worse than a crime—it 
is a blunder. Mr. de Valera’s dismay at 
the action of. these wild men is easily 
understandable; for they have set back 
the prospects of Ireland's unity, on which 
the President’s hopes are pinned. I under- 
stand that a number of messages have 
been passing between the Government 
Departments here and the Government of 
Northern Ireland regarding yesterday's 
events. When the news was first received 
there was considerable perturbation, as 
nobody knew what other form the outrages 
might take. In the circumstances, tlio 
fact that the Royal visit passed over in 
such a satistactory manner was hailed with 
relief ; for, while no idea had been enter- 
tained that anything untoward was likely 
to happen to the Royal party, it was feared 
that extremists—not necessarily from the 
South—might take advantage of the oppor- 
tunity to demonstrate against the King 
and Queen. The outrages caused much 
talk in London to-day, and, while indigna- 
tion ix generally expressed, I have heard 
nobody reflect upon the Irish Free State 
Government, or in any way suggest that 
blame could be attached to it. 


The Chinese Situation 


Mr. Eden made an important statement 
regarding the fighting in China in the 
House of Commons this afternoon, saying 
that he regarded the situation as very 
serious. It had been reported that the 
Chinese Army had left Pekin, but Mr. 
Eden said that he had no confirmation of 
this, but the Japanese Government had 
given certain assurances as to the safety 
of British subjects in the city. The 
Government were in close touch with the 
Governments of the United States and 
other countries concerned, but, as far as 
he knew, no Government had asked for 
the matter to be referred to the League of 
Nations. Since neither Japan nor the 
United States were members of the League, 
the British Government were not prepared 
to take any initiative in the matter. 


Emergency in Tientsin 


A terrible air raid is reported to-day 
over Tientsin, and it is stated that thou- 
sands of Chinese have been killed, while 
a large section of the area was set on fire. 
It 1s not mentioned that the international 
settlements were interfered with, though 
the international bridge leading to them 
was fired upon by the Chinese, and the 
Japanese Concession was bombarded. This 
development is a serious matter, and may 
result in intervention by the Powers, who 
certainly will not allow the international 
settlements to suffer it it cam be in any 
way prevented. A state of emergency has 
been declared in Tientsin, and British 
troops and volunteers are standing by in 
readiness to defend the settlements should 
it become necessary. 


Volunteers in Spain 


Signor Mussolini, having learned of the 
conversations between the Prime Minister 
and Count Grandi in connection with the 
proposals of the Sub-Committee of the 
Committee for the Non-Intervention in 
Spain, has sent a reply to the recent 
questionnaire to Lord Plymouth. It is 
understood that this accepts almost in its 
entirety the British plan, though there is 
one characteristic reservation concerning 
the link which the plan establishes 
between a substantial measure of with- 
drawal of volunteers from Spain and the 
recognition of belligerent rights to both 
sides in the civil war. In this connection 
the Italian Government relies upon this 
country to act as a mediator and obtain 
from General Franco and’ the Spanish 
Government their views and consent to an 
agreed scheme for tke carrying out of this 
part of the plan. Replies are now being 
received from other Governments for con- 
sideration at the meeting of the Sub-Com- 
mittee to-morrow, 


Embargo on Arms 


While there is hope that an under- 
standing may be reached to-morrow at tlie 
meeting of the Sub-Committee, the British 
Government has already come to a con- 
clusion about the attitude it will adopt if 
the proposals should break down. It wil! 
immediately declare strict neutrality and 
enforce an arms embargo on exports to 
either side in Spain. It is stated that 
there has been considerable argument as 
to whether British armament firms should 
be allowed to supply both parties, but in 
the end an agreement was reached that 
embargo would be the right and only 
course, A question which would remain 
is whether as a neutral] the British Govern- 
ment would allow General Franco to search 
its ships on the high seas, or whether it 
should limit right of search to territoria! 
waters. Should the presen¢ negotiations 
fail decision will be quickly reached on 
this point. In the meantime the British 
Government is optimistic about the success 
of its proposals.

Fifty people are believed to have been 
killed when the Paris-Saint Etienne 
express was derailed after a collision with 
another train just beyond the Villeneuve 
(St. George’s) Railway Station at 11.15 
o’clock last night. 

By 2.15 this morning fifteen bodies had 
been recovered from the wreckage, as well 
as about fifty injured.. Several of the 
injured are in a dying ‘condition.

I: a. brilliant ceremony in the 
Egyptian Parliament yesterday, 
seventeen-year-old King Farouk was 
invested and acclaimed ruler of his 
people, The Queen Mother, the 
Princesses and ladies of the Court 
occupied a prominent position in the 
colourful assembly. In their dresses of 
every shade they looked like clusters. 
of flowers, and their jewels sparkled 
in the bright light. 

Significant of the Westernisation 
of the East, the ladies’ faces were 
almost uncovered. From the Queen 
Mother downwards they wore small 
white gauze veils covering only the 
chin. 

From the Royal Palace King Farouk 
drove in procession with an escort of 
mcurt t police and Royal Guards in 
scarlet and blue uniforms. A squadron 
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KING Farouk, 


of the Egyptian Air Force flew overhead, 
and bands stationed along the route tool’ 
up the Naticna' Anthem as the procession 
passed through the crowded gaily 
decorii:d streets. 


THE KING ENTERS 


The King entered the Chamber of 
Deputies, where members of both Houses 
were, gathered together in a distinguished 
assembly, including the ladies of the 
Court, important sheikhs, religious leaders 
and foreign diplomats. 

All eyes followed the young. King as 
he walked forward to take his seat on a 
throne of gold and green velvet, overhung 
by a green and gold-lined canopy, sur- 
mounted by a massive crown, This and a 
crown outside the building, held aloft by 
four immense eagles forty. feet high, were 
the symbols of the King’s office. But by 
Moslem law the King himself may not be 
crowned. The ceremonial prescribed by 
Parliament for the King’s investiture 
omitted the crowning, although.a sugges- 
tion has been made to place the three 
thousand years. old diadem of King 
Tutannkamen. on his head. 

King Farouk wore the uniform of a 
field marshal—a three-quarter white coat, 
with a gold and scarlet sash, dark 
trousers, spurs and a tarbush. 


THE CEREMONY 


The ceremony began with brief speeches 
by the Prime Minister, Nahas Pasha, and 
the President of the Senate. Then in a 
clear voice, cool and collected in manner, 
the King repeated the following oath :— 
"“I swear by Almighty God to respect 
the Constitution and laws of the Egyptian 
nation, and that I will guard the indepen- 
dence of this country and the security*of 
its lands.”’

Red and 
black Royal cars carried the Queen and 
her entourage. 


AMBULANCES BUSY . 
The heat was terrific, and ‘ambulances 
were kept busy throughout the proceed: 
ings. The coolest spot in Cairo was the 
newly air-conditioned Chamber of De- 
puties. 
Thus with simple ceremony took 
place the first investiture of an inde- | 
pendent King of Egypt since the days 
of the Pharaohs.

A VERY ONE-SIDED 
SITUATION |

HILE it is not easy to say 
whether the present situation 
in China ‘will result in war or nof, 
there are certain definite factors that 
tend to make an estimate more 
precise. By far the most important 
of these factors is the nature of 
Japanese policy—or, perhaps, of 
Japanese method. The outstanding 
character has always been oppor- 
tunism. . The sense of appropriate- 
ness of the Japanese, as regards both 
time and place, has been almost 
always masterly to a degree. 

While essentially a martial people, the 
Japanes,» never go to war needlessly: they 
only go to war when it suits themselves. 
Take, for instance, their withdrawal after 
their first war with China over forty years 
ago—when they bowed to the “ advice © 
of the ‘‘ friendly Powers.’’ Take, also, 
the various “ come-backs’’ they have 
staged since then! 

We may, therefore, take it as reasonably 
certain that the Japanese, this time also, 
will go to war if it suits them to do so. 
They may, of course, obtain their aims 
without having to fight, in which case. 
naturally, they will adopt the peaceable 
course. On the other hand, they may 
conclude that war-is the best way, al! 
things considered. 


NOT A SERIOUS FACTOR 
It may be assumed that they do not 
consider Chinese military resistance as a 
serious factor. A reasonably numerous 
Japanese army would probably beat any 
number of Chinese at the present time. 
If the Japanese General Staff considers 
that the Chinese are becoming militarily 
more efficient, that will simply be a reason 
for attacking them now in their less 
efficient state. 
There is, however, the question ot 
possible foreign intervention; and it is 
this that is the really significant matter. 
The international situation is just now 
singularly favourable for Japan. The 
several Powers who at another time might 
conceivably give China a helping hand are 
not now in a position to do so. Russia 
was the likeliest, but the shooting out of 
hand of eight general officers was a sure 
index of exactly how’ much was to be 
feared from the Red Army in the year 
1937. 
As régards the other great Powers, tho 
attention of all of them is quite sufficiently 
occupied by events nearer home: neither 
Britain, France, Germany nor Italy wil: 
move ship or aeroplane, let alone troops, 
to the Far East at the present time nor 
in the near future, There remains only 
the United States, and in their case the 
tendency is to concentrate on internal 
affairs to a far greater extent than 
formerly. China, therefore, wil! be left 
to her own resources; and may have no 
alternative left except surrender. 
Naturally, there is not any question of 
a conquest of China by Japan. The 
Japanese aim will be to absorb a certain 
additional zone south of Manchukuo, 
south of the Great Wall of China proper. 
For all practical purposes, their occupa- 
tion now extends far enough south to 
embrate Pekin (Peiping) and Tientsin. 
Their. system is to hold strongly the rail. 
way centres and link up with armoured 
trains, armoured cars, aircraft, ete. In 
a country so vast and so deficient in com. 
munications this methed is perfectly 
effective. 


LINE OF ADVANCE 
Every point mentioned in the recent 
communiqués from China is either a rail- 
way junction or a point at which a 
railway crosses a river. The Peiho from 
Peiping to the sea affords an excellent 
line of departure; the advance can be 
made along the two railways leading south 
from Peiping and Tientsin respectively. 
The Japanese are credited with the aim 
of seeking to build a lateral railway link- 
ing these two lines about a hundred miles 
south of their present front; but so far 
the concession be this purpose has not 
materialised. 

From the naval point of view, the matter 
is still more one-sided. The Chinese 
have no navy and no defence. The 
Japanese at Port Arthur are admirably 
situated to blockade the whole concave 
coastline of North China at their ease. A 
detached squadron could account , for 
Shanghai and the commerce of the Yangtse 
Valley. Major operations will scarcely 
again be attempted so far to the south. 
An advance of the nature indicated, 
with strictly limited objectives, should go 
far to securing for Japan all the province 
of Chili (Hopei), firm linking up with 
Inner Mongolia, and consequent insertion 
of a great wedge between Soviet Russia 
and China. Security as against Soviet 
Russia is, of course, the ultimate aim of 
all; for Japan there has never been any 
but one Russia—Tsarist or “ Red,” it is 
all the same.

RELATIONS. WITH THE 
FREE STATE 


Then turning to Dominion affairs, he 
said that the only foreign policy which 
could really unite Great Britain and the 
Governments of the Dominions was the 
pa of collective security. The quarrel 

etween the Governments of Britain and 
the Irish Free State always seemed to him 
to be like the quarrels between husband 
and wife. For the origin of this quarrel 
one had to go back centuries and take 
into account all the wrongs that had been 
done on both sides. Ht was no use dating 
it from the time that the late Dominions 
Secretary (Mr. J. H. Thomas) had the 
difference with the Free State authorities. 
What was needed was a real token of 
reconciliation. The present Dominions 
Secretary was a young man with his 
future to make and who had the good-will 
of all parties: There could be nothing 
that would redound more to his credit in 
future years than if he could heal this 
centuries-old breach between the people 
of this island and the people on the other 
side of the Irish Sea. 

It was not a matter of legal contract, 
but of personal goodwill. The Govern- 
ment could prove conclusively that they 
had been logically correct all through, and 
that all the fault was on the side of their 
Irish neighbours, but though that proof 


satisfied them so completely, it was 
altogether unavailing. It did not 
alleviate the quarrel. The Government 


had got to get past that husband-like 
attitude and take the sensible and sound 
line of trying to heal the breach. 


; SOUTH AFRICA 


On questions affecting the African Con- 
tinent, he said that the time had not 
arrived for an amalgamation as a 
Dominion of Northern and Southern 
Rhodesia. As to the desire of the Union 
of South Africa Government that the 
Protectorates should be handed over to 
them, he trusted that if there was a 
strong feeling in the Protectorates against 
entering the Union that feeling would 
be respected. But that was not enough. 
There was need of helping the develop- 
ment of the resources of the Protectorates 
on a communal or co-operative basis. 

Mr. Geoffrey’ Mander (Liberal) com- 
plained that the report of the Imperial 
Conference left unanswered the question 
whether British arms would be used 
against an aggressor in accordance with 
League obligations, 

In regard to the difficulties that had 
arisen between South Africa and Great 
Britain in connection with the Pro- 
tectorates, he suggested that at the 
appropriate time the Protectorates might 
be placed under some form of mandate. 

Sir Edward Grigg (Conservative) said 
that the attitude adopted by the Imperial 
Conference towards imperial defence had 
made a marked impression on Europe. He 
was astonished that under the or 
of the British Government the Imperia 
Conference should have dealt so perfunc- 
torily with the vital question of the 
Merchant Navy and shipping. He also 
regretted that there was apparently no 
discussion at the Conference on the sub- 
ject of future economic development. 
Surely the time had come when the 
Commonwealth should discuss the use of 
capital, if need be, with the encourage- 
ment of the Government, for building up 
her new markets, helping to increase 
employment, and maintaining their 
standards here. The development of the 
Dominions was absolutely vital to 
prosperity at home, and capital should be 
used to help them to get secondary 
industries.

MR. MACDONALD’S REPLY . 


Mr. Malcolm Macdonald (Dominions 
Secretary), replying to the debate, said 
that it was to the credit of all parties in 
the House that the relations between the 
nations in the British Commonwealth 
worked, on the whole, smoothly, peace- 
fully, and successfully.

MOTHER’S SUIT IN 
BELFAST COURT 


AN AMERICAN COUPLE'S

RS. MARY EVELYN BISHAM 
M LYONS, an American citizen, sought, 
in the Appeal Court, Belfast, yester- 

day, to set aside the order of Lord Justice 
st, refusing to give her custody of her 
son, Edmund Erle Lyons, which she. had 
claimed from her divorced husband, Edward 
Arthur. Lyons. She allegea that her husband 
had taken the boy from her custody against 
the decision of an American Court and 
brought him to the home of his grandmother, 
Mrs. Louisa Lyons, Eglantine place, Belfast. 

The proceedings began on Friday, 25th 
June last, when the mother sought a con- 
ditional order of Aabeas cOrpus against her 
husband and the child’s grandmojfher. Lord 
Justice Best then made an order, returnable 
the following Wednesday. On that day the 
husband asked leave for an extension of time 
to answer, His lordship granted: time, 
giving the wife custody of the child mean- 
while. Mrs. Lyons took passage on an 
aeroplane service for herself and her boy 
from Newtownards to Liverpool, where she 
was arrested as an alien, and afterwards 
returned to Northern Ireland un the warrant 
issued by Lord Justice Best on the nother 
failing to turn up as she had agreed, 

Lord Justice Best committed the mother 
to Armagh jail, where she remained in 
custody until Monday, 19th July, when he 
held that she had discharged her contempt 
of the Court order, and released her from 
custody. In his judgment, Lord Justice 
Best discharged the order, and gave the 
custody of the child to the grandmother 
pending the appeal, which accordingly came 
on yesterday. 


IN SECRET SERVICE 


Opening for the appellant, Mr. Murphy, 
K.C.,. said that there was no suggestion 
that the object of the mother in coming 
from America to seek to recover the custody 
of the child was not: actuated by what was 
the purest motive that could actuate any 
human being—the love of the mother for the 
child. That was nowhere in dispute in the’ 
affidavits, 

Counsel read the husband’s affidavit, in 
which he alleged that the mother had 
neglected their iy and had paid attentions 
to the breadserver. That, said counsel, was 
the sum total of the husband’s allegations of 
cruelty and neglect against his wife. The 
husband went on to protest that his wife had 
joined a travelling theatrical company, and 
that he had thereupon,within his wife’s know- 
ledge, taken the child to Belfast in 1934. 
Dealing with the disappearance of the wife 
from New York, the husband said that he 
followed her to a farmhouse and tried to 
reason with her, whereupon she said that she 
was going to get a divorce. He was never 
served with any documents in connection with 
the divorce in Florida. 

Mr. Murphy said that notwithsttanding the 
order of the Courts in America the husband 
said that he was entitled to bring the child 
to Belfast and to leave the child with his 
parents, and having done so his wife was not 
entitled to rely upon the orders of the. 
American Courts definitely giving her the 
custody of the child, 

Referring to an affidavit by the wife, 
counsel said that it was stated that on the 
husband’s suggestion they did not set up 
house for some time, although they lived 
together as man and wife. The husband re- 
= that he was associated with the 
sritish Secret Service and that he was not 
permitted to marry.The wife alleged cruelty 
to her by the husband; stated -that her 
husband always represented he had no money, 
and she also denied the conditions under 
which the child was alleged to have lived in 
America. 

The case was adjourned till to-morrow,

PERMANENT Milk Comnission is to 

A be set up by the British Government, 

according to proposals outlined in a 

White Paper dealing with the milk policy, 
issued last night. 

In addition, the Government now propose 
to safeguard the industry against the effect 
of any serious fall in the prices of butter 
and cheese by means of a price-insurance 
plan in which Exchequer assistance will be 
given. á 

In order to give the necessary momentum 
to the production of quality milk in Great 
Britain the Government propose _ that 
kxchequer contributions should be made at 
diminishing rates for a period of five years 
towards the additional costs incurred in the 
production of milk of the accredited stan. 
dard, milk of the tuberculin-tested standard, 
and milk from attested herds. 


GENERAL ASSISTANCE 


The primary duties of the Milk Commission 
would be concerned with the improvement of 
milk distribution and with conciliation and 
arbritration between the Milk Marketing 
Boards and milk buyers. In addition, the 
Commission is to keep under review the pro- 
duction, marketing and consumption of milk, 
including the effect of prices on demand, and 
to be of general assistance to the industry. 

It is not proposed to disturb existing 
arrangements for the negotiation of prices or 
public safeguards, but the Government pro- 
pose to enable the views of consumers to be 
made available to the boards at an early 
éa in contract negotiations. 

e Government regard the continuance of 
the cheap milk for school children scheme as 
an essential feature of the proposals, and will 
consider minor modifications to meet ad- 
ministrative difficulties. 

Equal importance is attached to increased 
consumption of milk by expectant and nurs- 
ing mothers and children under school age, 
and the Government is to bring forward pro- 
posals for securing a’*reduction in the price 
of milk to local authorities,

ERE in Malvern one gets the im- 
pression that Bernard Shaw is 
the axis upon which the series of 
towns or villages which is the urban 
district of Malvern ultimately re- 
volves. He strides its hilly streets as 
if he were one of its proprietors—as, 
in a kind of way, he is—and is 
greeted by natives and visitors alike 
as if he were Duce or Fuehrer. It 
is only when someone with an open 
notebook approaches him—one who 
is plainly an American in search of 
culture—that he shies away, hurry- 
ing with long strides up the hill and 
into the wilderness. On one such 
occasion he wrote to an American 
visitor: “ You must waylay me if 
you want to speak to me—I can’t 
make appointments.’’ That the lady 
did as she was bid must have given 
the elusive Shaw at least one 
exquisite moment 

The Malvern Festival began in 1929 as 
a “Shaw Festival.” and, although it has 
since degenerated into a kind of holiday 
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Mr. Georcs BERNARD S#Haw. 


cultural course, or summer theatre, he 
remains the presiding genius of the place. 
In an article in the book of the Festival 
this year, he says: “1 am a booster of 
festivals because they are markets for my 
plays. I have actually planted a muni- 
cipal mulberry tree in Malvern and 
thereby created a general impression that 
I was born there. In course of time 
visitors will be shown for sixpence the 
room in which my first cries were heard. 
Thus will I become a source of wealth to 
Malvern in return for the extent to which 
it is at present a source of wealth to me. 
As the Festival habit grows from the seed 
sown in Malvern, Í hope to plant many 
mulberry trees and end by having as many 
birthplaces as Homer.’’ 


OPPORTUNITIES MISSED 


“ Our municipalities are a trifle sheep- 
like and slow at the uptake, especially 
when the fine arts are in question; other 
wise the example of Malvern would by 
this time have covered the English autumn 
with festivals. Even Malvern does not 
yet know what a good thing it has got 
hold of; for, much as the Council has 
done to help the Festival of late years, 
the theatre, which the audience finds so 
pleasant and familiar, is, behind tha 
scenes, inadequate in dimension and equip- 
ment for the full exploitation of the 
Festival’s possibilities. At Stratford, 
nearby in these motoring days, the 
Memorial Theatre is so magnificent, both 
before and behind the scenes, that it 
brings in a steady and substantial income 
from tourists who actually pay a shilling 
a head to look through it when there is 
no performance going on. That is what 
Malvern should aim at.” 

In. truth, it must be said, Malvern 
does very little to make the best of its 
annual drama festival. A few flags, a 
little bunting, the plays in the theatre 
and a pageant of British films, lectures 
on the plays, the Festival Club, in which 
others co-operate, and a garden party; 
that is the.programme. In the details 
“retired”? England remains retired, 
taking little or no interest in the details 
of what might be the greatest advertise- 
ment which the drama in English could 
obtain. 

Even in the little matter of flags lack 
of attentiion and interest is evident. 
(3.B.S. has registered as a citizen of the 
Free State; yet there is no tricolour fly- 
ing from the many masts. There is an 
old green flag with a golden harp; but 
the flag has been hoisted wrong way 
round and wrong side up,so that it looks 
like a puzzle in modern Iranian heraldry. 
Ireland, North and South, is con- 
spicuously absent from this Festival, in 
which a great Irishman is the most con- 
spicuous figure. : 


STRATFORD’S THEATRE 


“The Stratford Memorial Theatre is 
not a creation of municipal enterprise.

“ Tt is only once in a lifetime that we come 
to the other end of the world, and one might 
as well spend a little time Im an insight 
intó the way people live and work,” said Mr. 
H. J. Armstrong, Minister for Labour in 
the New Zealand Cabinet, to an /rish Times 
reporter, when he arrived in Dublin last night. 
Ir. Armstrong, who is accompanied by his 
secretary, Mr. Shanley, has been doing a tour 
of Europe, following the International Labour 
Conference in Geneva. 

“I am,” he said, “investigating working 
conditions and factory conditions, and com- 
paring them with our own. Our’s is a very 
young country, and we want to profit by 
any mistakes made in other countries. We 
arrived in Belfast yesterday and looked 
around two or three important industries 
there. We did not have much time to inquire 
into the terms of employment, but I don't 
think they would compare favourably with 
our country. Conditions of employment 
always have been considerably better in our 
part of the world, and rates of pay higher.” 
Mr: Armstrong said that he understood that 
the Irish Free State had made considerable 
progress in recent years, had materially im- 
proved working conditions, and was develop- 
ing industry to an extent never attempted 
before. He was particularly interested in it,

RIOTS BREAK OUT 
IN BELGRADE 


PATRIARCH'S _ 


CROWDS. IN CONFLICT 
WITH POLICE

BELGRADE, T hursday. 

S ERIOUS riots broke out to-day in 

Belgrade and at Sarajevo, 
following the funeral of the Orthodox 
Patriarch Varnava. In Belgrade a 
pitched battle between demonstrators 
and police took place in the Slavia 
square after the funeral procession 
had passed, and lasted three-quarters 
of an hour. : 

Mounted police came into action, 
and lorries of reinforcements were 
rushed to the scene. 

Chairs and tables from restaurants 
were smashed to pieces and used as 
weapons by the demonstrators. 

At Sarajevo, famous as the scene of the 
crime which precipitated the great war, 
disorder. broke out after a service of com- 
memoration for the Patriarch, 

Some 3,000 demonstrators smashed win- 
dows of the Minister of Posts and 
Telegraphs, Kalugijerchitch, “shouting, 
“Down with the traitor.”” They also 
smashed up two newspaper offices, 

When the police intervened to prevent 
further damage furious clashes occurred 
in which the crowd used stones and 
bricks, and it is alleged, revolvers. 

A woman, Mrs. Bogdanovitch, passing 
by chance was killed. 

Some sources say that two policemen, 
and thirty to forty civilians were injured, i 
but others put the number very much 
lower. No official information on the dis- 
orders can be obtained. Photographers 
who took pictures of the police in action 
in Belgrade to-day were arrested and 
their films were seized. 


A STAMPEDE 

The trouble began when crowds shouted, 
“TDown with the Government,’ “ Down 
with the police,” and tried to enter the 
central streets. Earlier while the proces- 
sion was passing through the main streets 
an unauthorised party of mourners tried 
to enter it. A fight began, the police 
using their batons, whereupon several 
thousand people fled wildly in all direc- 
tions. 

A number of people was injured 
before the streets cleared. The roads 
leading to the St. Sava Church where 
the service was held, were blocked b 
artillery and cavalry of the Roya 
Guards. 

As the funeral procession passed through 
the streets on its way to the Cathedral 
reverent crowds raised cries of mourning 
and threw themselves on their knees on 
the pavement. The procession was led by 
one of the Church banners torn in the 
battle with the police last week, and was 
guarded by armed Comitadjis (irregular: 
national soldiers). 

The coffin was drawn by priests and 
Comitadjis, representing the two move- 
ments to which the Patriarch devoted his 
life. All shops and business premises 
were closed for the funeral. Bishops and 
metropolitans of the Orthodox Church, 
arrayed in gorgeously coloured em- 
broidered. robes, walked in the cortege,

When the Sub-committee met on Monday 
it was decided to send to each of the twenty: 
seven Powers on the Non-Intervention Com- 
mittee the complete British compromise plan 
designed to secure non-intervention, and to 
ask them to set out briefly and clearly their 
views on each of the proposals. Although 
the Powers were asked that their replies 
should be..delivered by Wednesday, most of 
them did not reply until yesterday. 

It is understood that the majority of the 
twenty-seven Powers give approval to the 
British plan. 


GERMANY AND ITALY 


Germany, it is believed, approve the plan 
with one reservation—namely, regarding the 
execution of the proposals to grant belli- 
gerent rights, and with regard to the with- 
drawal of volunteers. 

The Italian view 1s thought to be similar, 
and the fact that Count Grandi had, at a 
previous meeting, asked that the proposal 
regarding belligerent rights should he con 
sidered Éefore the withdrawal of volunteers, 
may give a clue to the attitude of these two 
countries.. 

Italy and Germany are also expected to 
ask for clarification of the British point— 
that belligerent rights should be granted 
when substantial progress has been made with 
the withdrawal of volunteers. The words 
‘“ substantial progress,” it is felt in some 
quarters, require more definition. 
further source of possible difficulty is 
M. Maisky’s etatement that the Soviet 
Government would in no circumstances agree 
to it belligerent rights to the two sides 
in Spain. The Russian Ambassador has not 
qualified that statement, and in Russian 
circles in London it was described this week 
as ‘“‘definitive.’’ This, therefore, representa 
an opposition of views which may well occupy 
the attention of the Sub-Committee for some 
time. 

It is understood that the French reply is 
entirely satisfactory from the British point 
of view. 

Concerning belligerent rights, the British 

view has been, As still is, that these could 
only be granted in return íor a fact, and not 
for a promise, in réagrd to the withdrawal 
of volunteers. Some speculation has arisen in 
diplomatic circles as to how a decision could 
be reached regardjng the proper stage at 
which such rights might be granted. One 
suggestion which has been canvassed is that 
the Commissions to supervise withdrawal! 
should be sent to Spain, and that they should 
report to the Non-Intervention Committee as 
to the various stages of progress being 
made, 
The decision as to when belligerent rights 
could be given would rest with the Non- 
Intervention Committee, and would be based 
upon data supplied by the Commissions.

SOLDIER’S ATTACK ON 


STATION RECALLED 


A raid by 2,000 Canadians camping in 
Woodcote Park, Surrey, on Epsom Police 
Station just after the war is recalled by the 
death at Ewell, Surrey, at the age of 70, of 
ex-Inspector Charlie Pawley, who was in 
charge of the defending force of 14 officers. 
The trouble with which he had to contend 
arose after two Canadians had been arrested 
for disorderly conduct, and their companions 
had failed to secure their release. 

The whole camp turned out in response to 
a drummer boy’s bugle call and marched to 
Epsom. They bombarded the police station 
with all sorts of missiles, and threw lighted 
papers through broken Windows in an attempt 
to fire the building. 

Inspector Pawley ordered a baton charge by 
his little party. This cleared the Canadians 
from the yard, after which they gave up the 
attack and returned to camp.

ese commodities, says the report, to- 
gether comprise 28 per cent. by value of all 
imports of food and tobacco into the United 
Kingdom. Last year poultry products as 4 
whole were imported in greater quantity than 
in 1935; milk products showed only slight 
‘variation, while the decline in.imports ot 
the chief pig products was continued, but 
to a much less marked extent than in other 
recent years. The imports of butter, which 
in value exceeded those of any other article of 
food, reached record quantities in 1956, as did 
those of eggs not-in-shell. . ; 

The share of Empire countries in the 
United Kingdom’s imports of dairy produce 
and allied products has increased appreciably 
in recent years. This tendency was again 
apparent in 1936, although a check occurred 
in some of the chief commodities, such as 
eggs and butter. The growing proportion uf 
total supplies covered by production in tlie 
United Kin dom itself was continued for 
some items last year, but for others, such 
as cheese and eggs, the proportion declined. 
Dairy products continued to decline in 
price when many farm commodities were 
showing a recovery from depression condi- 
tions, but in the past two years the prices 
of dairy produce rose rather more than those 
of food products in general. Total imports of 
dairy pigs and prultry products in 1956 cost 
nearly £84 millions more than in the previous 

ear, following an increase of £3 millions 
hakeeen 1934 and 1955. 


BUTTER MARKET 


The quantity of butter entering inter- 
national trade in 1936 Ma to have been 
maintained at sbout the previous years 
figure. The most significant features of 
butter exports for the year were the recovery 
in European shipments other than from 
Russia, and the marked fall in Australian 
supplies. Exports from Denmark were 6 per 
cent. greater than’ in 1935, and other 
Scandinavian and Baltic countries showed a 
relatively greater increase.. New, Zealand 
shipments were fully maintained, but exports 
from Australia were 28 per cent. less than in 
1934 Other factors included the reversal of 
the downward trend in exports from Argen- 
tina, a slight drop in the Irish Free State 
supplies (518,000 cwts., against 531,000 in 
1955), and a relatively greater increase in 
those from Russia. 

The exports from the principal butter ex-

The consumption 
of al! butter in the United Kingdom in 1936 
was equivalent to 24.8 lb. per head. ‘The 
upward trend of nos gab from Em'are 
countries checked. in 1936, when supplies were 
5 per cent. smaller in the aggregate. 

Kew Zealand consolidated her position as 
the United Kingdom’s chief source of supply 
for butter, accounting for 29 per cent. of the 
gross imports. Imports from Denmark, the 
second most important source, were again 
slightly reduced, comprising 22 per cent. of 
the total imports. Imports of butter into the 
United Kingdom for the year 1936 amounted 
to 463,000 cwts., or 4 per cent. smaller than 
in 1935, following a fising trend singe 19352. 

Over the year ‘Danish butter averaged 119/6 
per cwt., New Zealand finest salted 101/35 per 
ewt., and Australian 100/6 per cwt. at Lon- 
don. Irish creamery butter averaged over the 
year at Liverpool 104/3 per cwt., representing 
an increase equal to 13 per cent. on the year. 


EGG IMPORTS 


Imports of eggs into the United Kingdom 
in | were 4.9 million great hundreds 
greater than in 1935, the total being 
24,653 000 great hundreds, Denmark, as in 
post-war years, generally was the principal 
source, sending 32 per cent. of the total 
supplies to the United Kingdom. The Nether- 
lands, which had nearly trebled their supplies 
in 1935, advanced by a further 42 per cent., 
sending in 3,800,000 great hundreds. The 
Irish Free State tied with Poland for third 
place, sending to the United Kingdom 
2,660,000 great hundreds. The Free State 
increase represented an advance of 7 per cent.

INTERNATIONAL LAW. 
CONGRESS 
winnie 
MR. JUSTICE HANNA 
TO ATTEND 


Mr. Justice Hanna will attend the Inter. 
national Congress on Comparative Law, 
which will be held at the mvitation of the 
Government of the Netherlands. at the Peace 
Palace, Hague, from August 4th until August 
11th. 

The legal subjects under discusggon are 
divided into five sections. The first section 
includes . legal history, ecclesiastical law, 
oriental law and legal education: the second 
section civil law and civil procedure; the 
third section commercial and martitime law 
and industrial legislation: the fourth section 
criminal law and procedure and public law, 
and the fifth section will be devoted to 
international law. 

Mr. Justice Hanna has been requested to 
reside at the section dealing with Criminal 
bá and Procedure. Last year he delivered 
an address at Harvard University on “ Irish 
Common Law, and was later the guest of 
the American Bar Association.
